CAUTION: DANGEROUS ROADS 
Safety councils and highway officials are begin­ 
ning early to remind motorists that the most dan­ 
gerous driving months of this year are close at 
hand. 
. 
Through summer and fall, California drivers 
become accustomed to dry pavements with dan­ 
gers from high speeds and skidding at the mini­ 
mum But those who fail to prepare for winter s 
rains and fogs and poor visibility-checking brakes 
and tires, changing their tempo of driving 
provide a sad grist of winter accidents. 
Pointed out repeatedly by safety groups as a 
growing menace on California roads, is the steadily 
increasing commercialization of a highway system 
designed for use by pleasure cars. Every driver is 
familiar with the sight of narrow highways. curves 
and hills with the lineup of high-speed cars 
dammed behind slow-moving monster trucks. Ac­ 
cidents are frequent when exasperated motorists 
“take the chance” of getting around such vehicles. 
Other accidents occur when cars strike holes in 
pavements broken by tremendous weights 
they 
were never built for. 
This safety problem has been brought to a 
head currently by the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission in a move to lobby through Congi ess a bill 
to take the power to regulate weights and sizes of 
trucks in interstate commerce from the state gov­ 
ernm ents and transfer this power to the I.C.C. At 
one stroke, such a measure would tie the hands of 
California voters and officials in any program to 
solve a most serious traffic problem— and plainly 
would lay legal foundation for further federal en­ 
croachment on California sovereignty over Califor­ 
nia highways and motor vehicles. There is worse 
menace, in the opinion of safety experts, in the 
IC C ’s proposal than in the driving dangers of a 
dozen bad winters. It is to be hoped that no move

One of the lop Fighters of His 


Time, Phil McGraw Battled World 


Champs in Madison Square Gardens 


Back in the halcyon days of the twenties the name of Phil Mc­ 
Graw was one of the biggest in the fight game. He fought and whip­ 
ped champions but never held a championship. The fight game is 
like that. And because he had the good sense to get out of the busi­ 
ness when he felt he was slipping, Phil McGraw is a nice-looking 
chap with black hair and good sense, still slim and lithe, who is 
making Palm Springs his winter headquarters for a second season. 


Few people around the village 
know how great a fighter Mc­ 
Graw actually was. In fact most 
of them don’t know he even was 
a fighter. He boars so few marks 
to attest to his ten years or so in 
the pugilistic trade. 
Ten Years of Fighting 
Phil started his professional 
career in 1922 and finished it ten 
years later. But those ten years 
were busy ones and lucrative 
ones. 
During these years he 
fought and defeated some of the 
great battlers in the lightweight 
and junior lightweight divisions. 
McGraw fought Sammy Man- 
dell three times. The first fight 
Phil won. The second was a draw, 
fought in Windsor, Ontario. The 
third time they met Mandell was 
the 
world 
light 
heavyweight 
champion and they fought in De­ 
troit for the title. Mandell held 
on to his crown by a close ten- 
round decision. That was in 1927. 
In 1927 McGraw fought 
and 
beat Tod Morgan, junior 
light­ 
weight title holder in 12 rounds 
at Madison Square Garden. But 
Phil didn’t get a crown. He had 
come into the ring overweight 
and thus the title was not at 
stake. But he beat the champion. 
Phil fought the tough Tony 
Canzoneri twice, winning 
one, 
losing another. Tony was another 
world champion. 
About 1929 McGraw was over 
his peak and fell victim to the 
hard-punching Jimmy McLarnin 
by a technical knockout in a sen­ 
sational fight at Madison Square 
Garden. 
One of McGraw’s best fights 
was with Ace Hudkins, the "Ne­ 
braska Wildcat” at the Coney Is­ 
land Stadium in August, 
1926. 
Press clippings of that battle re­ 
late that Hudkins’ decision over 
McGraw was not a popular ver­ 
dict with the fans. But Hudkins 
took the nod on his aggressive­ 
ness. 
In describing the battle, the 
Evening World of New York said 
in part, “The decision did not 
meet with the approval of many 
of the fans and there was jeer­ 
ing and booing for many minutes 
after the verdict was announced. 
Hats were tossed into the ring 
and it was necessary for the po­ 
lice to disperse the crowd. 
Still a young man, fylcGraw is 
sounding about with the idea of 
entering on some new business 
career in Palm Springs.
